smoke were issuing from ovory window, and 
it required tho efforts of a largo force o! 
fireman to get tho names under control. 
When this was accomplished tho whole of

restaurant furniture was precipitated in a 
moss of splinters Into tlio collar by tlio giv- 
ing uwoy of tho lloor. 


As soon as it was possible search began 


for nny unfortunates who mipht havo lost 
thob- lives, and it wus at first believed that 
oightoea or twonty were missing and so vo- 
portod 
It is possible that tbero are more 


bodies yet in tUo ruins. Both ot tho burned 
men wore found iu tho third story, ono in 
tho hall-way and tbo other lying under n 
bed covered with blankets as ho had hidden 
tttero InorOor to avoid tlio Iwat und anioiio. 
It is known that ono of thoso men was iu a 
•ooin on tho top lloor, near tho rear of the 
building, and ho probably ran down tho 
tail-sand was then uuablo to go farther. 


No clew as to tho Identity of either has 


yot been obtained, us the book containing 
he rockier of tho lodgers that night was 
eft bohind aud dcsti-uj oo. 
Una of the men 


Is thought to havo been a pcr»on whu came 
in law at night in a drunken condition, and 
was not oven ablo to give his name.

nnii retired for tho night, 
-le is 


thought to havo been a stranger in tho city, 
und is described by the night clerk and the 
chambermaid as of heavy build and about 
•a years of ago. Nothing 
whatever is 


k-nown as to who tho other victim of tho 
lire ia, it not even boing known whether he 
bad h'is room on the fourth or fifth iloor. 


Tho body was found in a hcr.p of rums 


on tho fourth floor, but it is probab'.o that 
lie was roasted to death in his room in tho 
,tory above, and then when the lloor 
foil 


tho body canio down with It. 
At first it 


wan thought to bo only a pioco of white 
•loth but upon clearing away tho ombers 
a small mass of burned and shriveled ilesh 
was found, 
"ft was carefully placed upon 


stretcher and taken to tho street below, t 
badly burned was it that hardly any traces 
of a human form could bo discovered. 
Tho head 
was burnod to a crisp, and 


only a small portion of tho skull remained, 
while tho trunk of tho body in places fairly 


to reconsider.'—Milaavkee Journal.
